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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states,

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "a 
fist type" in line 12 from the bottom of page 7 should be changed to -a first type-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 6447009 to McMillan. 

Re: claim 1 . McMillan shows in figure 3 a hybrid vehicle slip stop device 
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comprising a plurality of different types of slip stop means 20 and 28 for preventing slip 
of the vehicle by increasing the frictional resistance relative to a road surface on which 
the vehicle is traveling. 

Re: claim 2. McMillan shows in figure 3 wherein a road surface condition 
detecting means or the means that determines whether the adhesive molten liquid 30 is 
sufficiently cool for detecting the road surface condition, wherein one of the plurality of 
different types of slip stop means 28 is structured to be selected and actuated according 
to the road surface condition detected by the road surface condition detecting means, 
particularly when it is determined that the adhesive molten liquid 30 is not sufficiently 
cooled. 

Re: claim 3. McMillan shows in figure 3 wherein the plurality of different types of 
slip stop means 20 and 28 are provided for the same one tire of the vehicle or 
particularly the back wheel 18 as shown in figure 3. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patents: 6371532 to Skarie et al., 5851086 to Kurasako, 
5582441 to Frost, and 4316625 to Goon et al. teach the use of slip stop devices 
including material dispensers.
